SUPPLEMENT IRANIAN EXHIBITION 


Robert H. Dyson, Jr D of the University of Pennsylvania will discuss 
Hasanlu and Early Iran in The Cleveland Museum of Art auditorium at 8:15 Friday 
evening, February 19. His visit is in connection with the museum's forthcoming 
exhibition, "7,000 YEARS OF IRANIAN ART". 

Dr. Dyson, Associate Curator of the Near Eastern Section at the University 
of Pennsylvania Museum, was, between 1956 and 1964, director of the Hasanlu excavation 
project in northwestern Iran (a combined effort of the University Museum and Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York). He will discuss some of the important findings of these 
excavations and will further discuss the problems of archeology and history in that 
area between 1000 and 800 B.C. 

Dr. Dyson graduated from Harvard College and has traveled widely in the 
Near East. He has published articles on the Near East for various archeological 
magazines. 

To further complement the Cleveland showing of the Iranian exhibition the 
museum has scheduled one more lecture, three gallery talks and six auditorium talks by 
museum staff.
